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VALUE OF ROADS 
IN FORESTS SEEN 
BY NEW OFFICIAL 


Lewis Staley Reports 
Progress Made On 
Roadwork In 
Forest Lands. 


PROTECTION IS 
MAJOR BENEFIT 


Tw enty-three hundred and one 
miles of roads and 2,080 miles of 
trails make the state forests 
of 
Pennsylvania available for protec­ 
tion, adm inistration and public use, < 
Secretary Lewis E. Staley, of the 
Pennsylvania departm ent of forests 
and waters, formerly a resident of 
Gettysburg, said in a statem ent is­ 
sued today. 
One hundred and 
twenty-eight 
miles of roads for automobile use 
and 154 miles of trails were con- 
• stru tted in the state forests during 
1830 at a total cost of $137,017.01. 
In addition. 54 miles of automobile 
roads were further improved 
and 
widened and 87 miles of wagon roads 
were put in serviceable condition 
for automobile use, prim arily for 
forest protection purposes. 
New Trail Work 
New road and trail work was done 
in every forest district of the state 
in which state-owned land is locat­ 
ed. All but two of the 24 districts 
contain state forests. 
M aintenance 
of the entire road and trail system 
was carried on a t a cost of $80 .- 
729 26, 
The adm inistration of the state 
forests, comprising as it does such 
varied activities as fire protection 
and suppression, tree planting, rec­ 
reational development, 
utilization 
and lumbering, 
has dem onstrated 
the need for a diversified system of 
transportation officials said. 
This 
comprises prim ary roads, secondary 
roads and trails. 
AM Prelection 
Protection and recreation are two 
m ajor uses of the state forest roads 
at present. The greatest am ount 
of travel on these roads falls within 
these classes. 
Good forest 
roads 
greatly simplify protection 
of the 
forest from fire. 
Obviously, they 
afford a ready m eans of access for 
fire fighting crews, as soon as a
